LOCATION  : 


Olmsted  Air  Force  Base  is  Located  at  Middletown, 
Pennsylvania.  It  is  nine  miles  east  of  Harrisburg, 
the  capitol  of  Pennsylvania;  nine  miles  fromHershey, 
home  of  the  Hershey  Chocolates;  one  hundred  miles 
from  Philadelphia;  and  one  hundred  and  seventy 
miles  from  New  York  City.  Lancaster,  and  the 
interesting  Pennsylvania  Dutch  country  is  approxi- 
mately twenty  miles  from  the  base. 


HISTORY; 

Olmsted  Air  Force  Base  is  one  of  the  nations 
oldest  supply  depots.  In  September  19 17,  the 
Ordnance  Branch  of  the  U.  5.  Army  was  the  first 
military  group  to  occupy  the  present  site  of  the 
Air  Force  Base.  A flying  field  was  initiated  in 
1918,  and  the  Air  Corps  of  the  U.  5.  Army  occupied 
the  base  in  1922,.  In  1923,  the  name  of  the  base 
was  changed  from  Middletown  Air  Depot  to  Olmsted 
Field;,  in  honor  of  Lt,  Robert  S.  Olmsted  who  was 
assigned  to  Middletown  Air  Depot  as  an  engineer. 
Lt.  Olmsted  Lost  his  life  23  September  1923,  while 
participating  in  the  Gordon  Bennett  International 
Balloon  Races,  Nistelrode,  The  Netherlands. 

After  World  War  II,  Olmsted  Air  Force  Base 
was  designated  as  Headquarters  for  an  Air  Materiel 
Area,  which  now  encompasses  the  Eastern  States, 
eastern  Canada,  Labrador,  Iceland,  Greenland,  and 
Western  Europe. 

In  addition  to  its  supply,  maintenance,  and  pro- 
curement work,  Olmsted  AFB  also  directs  world- 
wide distribution  of  petroleum,  oils,  and  Lubricants 
for  the  Air  Force.
